“We in the United States do 
not seek to impose on any other 
people either our way of life or 
our internal form of government. 
But we are determined to main- 
tain and protect that way of life 
and that form of government for 
ourselves. And we are determined 
to use every endeavor in order 
that the Western Hemisphere 
may work out ite own inter-re- 
lated salvation in the light of its 
own inter-related experience. 


“And we affirm our faith that, 
whatever choice of way of life a 
people makes, that choice must 
not threaten the world with the 
disaster of war. The impact of 
such a disaster cannot be con- 
fined. It releases a flood-tide of 
evil emotions fatal to civilized liv- 
ing. That statement applies not 
to the Western Hemisphere alone 
but to the whole of Europe and 
Asia and Africa and the islands 
of the seas. 


“In all that I have said to you 
I have reaffirmed the faith of 
the American people in democ- 
racy. The way of democracy is | 
free discussion—as exemplified by 
the objectives of the forum to 
which I am speaking. Free dis- 
cussion is most greatly useful 
when it is restrained and relates 
to facts. It is not useful to sug- 
gest either to the American peo- 
ple or to the peoples of other na- 
tions that the American Govern- 
ment, its policies, its practices 
and its servants are actuated by 
motives of dishonor or corruption. 
To do so is, of necessity, an at- 
tack on the American system of 
constitutional representative gov- 
ernment itself. 

“Let us work with greater unity 
for peace among the nations of 
the world, for restraint, for nego- 
tiation and for community of ef- 
fort. Let us work for the same 
ideals within our own borders in

Fabulous salaries for all-American and big name col- 
lege gridiron players in professional football will be a 
long time missing as a result of the failure of the Whizzer 
White experiment by the Pittsburgb Pirates. 


The trend from now on im professional football will be to find 
the overlooked stars on the smaller college teams. The New York 
Giants, one of the two most profitable clubs, havent had a name 
Player in their ranks in four years. George Halas, owner and coach 
of the Chicago Bears, is no lon sold on individual stars. These 
two teams in the future will the professional public on team 
Play and pass up the publicized college stars in selecting their material. 


A combination of events caused Pittsburgh to take it on the 
chin as a result of signing Whizzer White, the U. of Colorado 
star, for $15,000. The most important of these was the fact that 
the Pirates’ baseball club got up in the National League race, 
and the pro football club was shoved out of most of its carly 
Forbes Field dates. 

As A result of his financial setback, Rooney started to unload some 
of the Pirates to reduce the payroll, but he was stuck with White. 
Ordinarily some of the other clubs might have been interested in 
White and assumed his contract but for the fact that he does not 
Dilan to play again after this season. He is scheduled to sail for 
Burope Jan. 2 to enter Oxford on a Rhodes scholarship. 

Those close to the professional football pulse agree that Rooney 
got a bad break. by losing his early Pittsburgh dates but are quick 
to point out that White's failure as a great drawing card only hastened 
the trenc away from big names in the cash and carry game. The 
professional football crowds demand spectacular and wide-open play, 
and don’t care who they get it from. The days of one college star 
with a wide newspaper reputation making the turnstiles click fast 
enough to warrant a salary of $15,000 are far, far away if they eyer 
Come at all again. 


White is a good enough player himself, but hardly any better 
than Scrapper Farrell. a freshman in the pro ranks from Muhlen- 
berg whose salary was about one-fourth of White's when he was 
shunted to Brooklyn to reduce the Pirates’ payroll. White has 
gained only a few more yards than Farrell and has a smaller 
average.
